The general was impressed by the reconstruction work ac- j 
complishod in devastated regions of Northern Italy which he de­ 
clared to be far in excess of the work done in the war zones of j 
other countries. General March, during the last year, has made 
a careful survey of the battlefields of the World War. 
He has 
already visited those of France, Belgium, Eastern Germany and 


Central Europe. 
“I have seen the most important battlefields throughout the 
world, not only of Europe but of the Far East, and must say that 
none of them compare to those of Italy. 
In America we have a 
very limited idea of Italy’s part in the war—Caporetto, being 
the chief event, we remember about it. To appreciate the immense 
effort Italy made and the tremendous obstacles which confronted 
her in the Alps, one need only visit the scenes of the fighting. 
“I have never seen anything to equal the engineering feats 
performed by the Italian -Army, some of which are most ingenious 
and constitute important contributions to the science of war. 
The problem of sending supplies to troops in regions where It was 
necessary to blast through solid rock to bun- the dead was na­ 
turally most difficult, and the methods by which the Italians 
solved this were very remarkable. 
“The excellent motortruck roads they built through the moun­ 
tains while under fire are in themselves no small tribute to Italiai 
ability. I take off my hat to the Italian engineers— they are un­ 
doubtedly among the best in the world.”

'Hie battlefields on which Italy fought, are the most interest­ 
ing in the world, says General Peyton C. March, chief-of-s tail of 
the American Army, who has just returned from a two weeks’ 
trip of inspection on the Italian front. 
The general was impressed by the reconstruction work ac­ 
complisht*! in devastated regions of Northern Italy which he de­ 
clared to be far in excess of the work done in the war zones of 
other countries. General March, during the last year, has made 
a careful survey of the battlefields of the World War. He has 
already visited those of France, Belgium, Eastern Germany and 
Central Europe. 
“I have seen the most important battlefields throughout the 
world, not only of Europe but of the Far East, and must say that 
none of them compare to those of Italy. In America we have a 
very limited idea of Italy’s part in the war—Caporetto, being 
the chief event, we remember about it. To appreciate the immense 
effort Italy made and the tremendous obstacles which confronted 
her in the Alps, one need only visit the scenes of the fighting. 
“I have never seen anything to equal the engineering feats, 
performed by the Italian Army, some of which are most ingenious 
and constitute important contributions to the science of war. 
The problem of sending supplies to troops in regions where It was 


n ecessa ry to blast through solid rock to bury the dead was na­ 
turally most difficult, and the methods by which the Italians 
solved this were very' remarkable. 
“The excellent motortruck roads they built through the moun­ 
tains while under fire are in themselves no small tribute to Italiai 
ability. I take off my hat to the Italian engineers—they are un­ 
doubtedly among the best in the world.”

Painting a gloomy picture of con- j 
d ilions in Europe, as they exist to-, 
day, H. 8. Shelton, president 'of tile 
Johnston-Shelton Company, of Day­

Prtjbtetn,”

“Europe is bankrupt,” declared 
Mr. Shelton. ‘“She is unable to pay 
the eleven-ibi ll ion dollar debt owed J 
the United States, and T doubt if It 
will ever be discharged. 
Much of 
the continent is w ithout money of 
any kind and in others, 
such 
as 
Germany, th e exchange 
rate 
has 
fallen to alm ost n'othing.” 
Toueh'Nig on 
the 
Disarmament 
Conference which meets In W ash­ 
ington, Friday, Mr. Shelton called 
attention to the fact th at tire nam e 
Is a m isnom er, being raher a con­ 
ference to discuss the lim itation of 
arm am ents. 
“It is not practical nor possible 
for nations to disarm ,” said the 
speaker. “ Of the four greatest na­ 
tions of the earth today, in order 
*>f their im portance, 
the 
United 
States is the only one 
th at 
can 
even approach the subject. 
G reat 
B ritain cannot disarm , on account 
of the vastness of her possessions, 
and tho revolt and secession that 
is seething barely under the surface. 
Japan, I do not think, will disarm , 
and of course Germany is already 
w ithout arm am ent.”
